PX^HE  way  that  oysters  are  culti- 
-*-  vated  and  pearls  are  cultured 
is  very  interesting  and  inspiring. 
They  plant  oysters  in  the  bottom  of 
the  ocean,  and  when  they  are  three 
years  old  they  dive  for  them  and 
bring  them  out  of  the  water  into  a 
laboratory.  There  the  oysters  are 
operated  on  and  an,  injury  is  in- 
flicted in  them  which  eventually 
leads  to  the  growth  of  a  pearl.  A 
young  girl  takes  the  first  oyster, 
opens  it  and  kills  it.  One  must 
sacrifice  its  life  to  produce  pearls  in 
fifteen  others.  After  she  kills  this 
oyster  she  takes  from  it  a  piece  of 
very  thin,  almost  transparent  living 
tissue.  She  cuts  this  into  fifteen 
pieces  and  then  she  opens  up  fifteen 
other  oysters,  one  at  a  time,  and 
places  a  small  piece  of  mother  of 
pearl  into  an  incision  in  the  flesh 
of  the  oyster.  It  must  be  placed  in 
a  certain  spot,  because  if  her  knife 
happens  to  move  a  fraction  of  an 
inch  too  far,  the  oyster  is  killed. 
She  then  places  that  piece  of  live 
tissue  over  the  incision  containing 
the  piece  of  foreign  matter.  The 
oysters  are  then  dated  and  put  in 
baskets  in  the  bottom  of  the  ocean. 
After  five  years  they  are  brought 
out  of  the  ocean  and  opened.  In  the 
place  where  the  foreign  matter  was 
placed,  there  is  a  beautiful  pearl. 

Perhaps  we  could  learn  a  great 
lesson  from  this.  The  oyster  must  be 
irritated  to  produce  a  beautiful 
pearl.  The  oyster  either  produces  a 
pearl  or  is  destroyed  by  the  place- 
ment   of    the    irritant    in    its    flesh. 


However,  for  those  who  do  survive, 
this  irritant  enables  the  oyster  to 
accomplish  something  great  and 
something  worthwhile.  Are  we 
anxiously  engaged  in  making  pearls 
of  great  price  out  of  ourselves  and 
our  friends  or  are  we  blind  to  a 
great  opportunity  that  is  ours? 
There  are  many  people  in  the 
Church  who  become  injured  and 
sometimes  we  ourselves  are  injured. 
Sometimes  it  is  because  we  can't 
understand  why  certain  things  are 
done  or  because  of  some  other 
difficulty.  At  times  it  is  hard  for  us 
to  forget  irritations,  but  those  who 
take  advantage  of  them  and  remain 
faithful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  in 
every  way  become  pearls  of  great 
price  in  God's  kingdom. 

President  Hugh  B.  Brown  has 
expressed  this  idea  very  beautifully 
in  nis  poem  "Answer  to  Prayer," 
and  we  may  all  take  his  thought  to 
heart  and  take  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  to  become  worthy 
pearls. 

We  ask  for  strength  and  God 
gives  us  difficulties  which  make  us 
strong. 

We  pray  for  wisdom  and  God 
sends  us  problems,  the  solution  of 
which  develops  wisdom. 

We  plead  for  prosperity  and  God 
gives  us  brain  and  brawn  to  work. 

We  plead  for  courage  and  God 
gives  dangers  to  overcome. 

We  ask  for  favours — God  gives 
us  opportunities. 

This  is  the  answer.

WORLD-WIDE     VOICE     OE     THE     CHORCH 


/  OWNERSHIP  of  one  of  the  most 

^^  powerful  shortwave  facilities 
in  the  world  reaching  ninety-nine 
countries,  was  acquired  by  the 
Church  on  January,   1,   1963. 

From  the  five  transmitters,  loca- 
ted near  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
there  is  a  total  effective  radiated 
power  of  approximately  five  million 
watts  through  the  use  of  multiple 
"beam  type"  antenas.  Four  of  the 
transmitters  have  a  separate  power 
output  equal  to  the  highest  powered 
domestic  transmitters  in  the  United 
States.  The  fifth  transmitter  is  sub- 
stantially more  powerful  than  any- 
thing permitted  for  domestic  use  in 
the  United  States. 

The  facilities  purchased  by  the 
Church  were  those  of  Radio  New 
York   Worldwide. 

In  WRUL'S  studios  in  New  York 
City,  two  complete  staffs  create  16 
hours  of  daily  programmes  in 
Spanish  and  English.  The  English 
programmes  are  then  beamed  to 
Great  Britain,  Europe,  Africa, 
Mexico,  Central  and  South  America, 
and  the  Caribbean.  The  Spanish 
programmes  are  beamed  to  all  Latin 
American  countries.  Although  the 
broadcasts  are  beamed  in  these 
areas,  they  can  actually  be  heard 
(but  somewhat  less  efficiently)  in 
many  other  parts  of   the  world. 

Of  the  seven  operated  interna- 
tional shortwave  transmitters  in  the 
United  States  five  belong  to  WRUL. 
In,  the  rest  of  the  world  there  is 
essentially  no  privately  owned  short- 
wave broadcasting.  WRUL  is  unique 
from  the  standpoint  that  it  is  the 
only  truly  "commercial"  short- 
wave station  in  the  world.  Pro- 
grammes are  sponsored  by  many 
firms  throughout  the  United  States. 
For  the  international  listener  this  is 
a  fascinating  aspect  of  WRUL 
broadcasting,  and  is  a  reminder  to 
them  that  private  industry,  not  a 
government,  supports   the  station. 

In  the  geographical  areas  to 
which  WRUL  programmes  are 
beamed,  there  are  approximately 
eighty-eight      million      radio      sets 


equipped  with  shortwave  bands.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  listeners  using 
these  sets  represent  about  two- 
hundred  and  fifty  million  people. 

The  shortwave  audience  is  one  of 
the  most  challenging  in  the  field  of 
communications.  Eighty  per  cent 
are  young  men.  Each  month  Radio 
New  York  Worldwide  receives 
more  than  3,000  letters  from  liste- 
ners— from  businessmen,  students, 
housewives,  ships'  officers,  farmers, 
and  school  teachers.  People  with 
problems,  questions,  and  comments 
.  .  .  many  who  feel  that  Radio  New 
York — WRUL  isn't  just  an  imper- 
sonal voice  in  the  air,  but  a  part 
of  their  lives. 

In  1962  WRUL.  Radio  New  York 
Worldwide  won  the  top  broadcast- 
ing honour  in  the  United  States  — 
the  George  Foster  Peabody  Award 
for  "outstanding  contribution  to 
international  understanding  by 
radio." 

The  basic  programming  for 
WRUL  will  centre  in  improving 
international  understanding  and 
good  will  among  peoples  of  all 
nations.  It  is  planned  to  release  a 
continual  flow  of  programmes 
designed  to  mirror  the  God-given 
principles  of  freedom  which  have 
enabled  ordinary  men  and  women 
to  build  an  extraordinary  country 
packed  with  blessings  which  have 
long  been  only  dreams  to  much  of 
mankind.  LDS  Church  program- 
ming will  use  less  than  5  per  cent  of 
the  time.  Other  faiths  are  welcomed 
in  their  use  of  this  remarkable 
instrument    of  communications. 

The  WRUL  programmes  related 
to  the  Church  are  produced  in 
English  and  Spanish.  Future  plans 
include  programmes  in  6  other 
languages.  There  are  presently  two 
fifteen-minute  programmes  in  Eng- 
lish and  two  fifteen-minute  pro- 
grammes in  Spanish  being  broad- 
cast each  week.  The  nature  of  the 
weekly  fifteen-minute  programmes 
is  to  give  the  international  listener

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BETTER    THAN    MEDICINE

\  SHORT  time  ago  there  was  a 
-*"*-  young  girl  named  Linda  who 
on  occasions  was  visited  with  un- 
comfortable feelings  similar  to  flu. 
Her  parents  had  felt  for  quite  some 
time  that  their  daughter  was  merely 
experiencing  the  illness  which  most 
young  people  seem  to  develop  as 
they  approach  an  important  exami- 
nation or  perhaps  the  weekly  spel- 
ling quiz.  They  thought  that  it 
would  be  over  and  finished  by  mid- 
morning,  as  is  the  usual  with  cases 
such  as  this.  Linda,  on  the  other 
hand,  was  quite  sure  that  this  was 
not  the  usual  case.  One  morning 
Linda  awoke  with  a  very  sore 
throat.  She  had  an  unusually  high 
temperature,  and  her  cheeks  were 
quite  flushed.  A  doctor  was  sum- 
moned as  soon  as  possible;  and  as 
he  sat  by  her  bedside,  his  diagnosis 
was  firm — Linda  had  Scarlet  Fever. 

Now  Scarlet  Fever,  as  a  rule,  is 
not  generally  regarded  as  one  of 
those  terrible  ailments  which  one 
must  beware  of  in  lieu  of  death  or 
serious  permanent  injury,  but  rather 
it  is  one  which  accompanies  the 
other  childhood  diseases  and  which 
sooner  or  later  find  their  way  into 
the  lives  of  most  of  us.  None  the 
less,  Linda  was  uncomfortable,  and 
she  knew  where  she  could  obtain 
help.  When  her  father  came  home, 
she  asked  him  with  the  faith  of  a 
child,  which  Christ  so  often  spoke 
of,  if  she  might  be  relieved  of  her 
infirmity.  "Daddy,  will  you  admini- 
ster to  me?"  Her  father  agreed, 
and  the  administration  took  place. 
Linda  went  to  bed  with  faith  that 
she  would  be  healed. 

The  following  morning  Linda 
opened  her  mouth  wide,  and  the 
doctor  looked  again  at  the  throat 
which  yesterday  had  been  so  sore 
and  inflamed.  There  was  nothing; 
no  inflamation,  no  pain,  no  fever, 
and  the  flush  was  nearly  gone  from 
her  cheeks.  The  doctor  sat  shaking 
his  head  in  amazement.  Never  had 


he  seen  the  like  of  it.  How  could  a 
disease  which  normally  requires 
eight  to  ten  days  to  pass  off  be  gone 
in  just  one?  Deep  inside  of  her 
Linda  knew  why,  and  she  was  glad. 
It  was  the  Priesthood  which  her 
Daddy  held  which  had  made  her 
well.  It  was  better  than  medicine. 

This  Priesthood  which  Linda's 
father  had  exercised  is  the  same  that 
is  called  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood. 
It  is  the  power  or  the  authority 
given  unto  men  to  act  in  the  name 
of  lesus  Christ.  It  is  perhaps  the 
most  wonderfully  miraculous  gift 
which  God  has  given  to  us.  As  such, 
whether  we  hold  the  Priesthood  or 
whether  we  don't,  we  should 
honour,  uphold  and  sustain  it  for 
what  it  is.  And  if  we  are  fortunate 
enough  to  bear  this  gift,  we  should 
exercise  it  in  righteousness  and 
Godly  endeavours  whenever  the 
opportunities  to  do  so  are  present. 

Before  the  time  of  the  great  High 
Priest,  Melchizedek,  the  Priesthood 
was  called  by  a  name  which  gives 
us  some  insight  into  the  real  signi- 
ficance of  its  meaning  and  purpose. 
"Before  his  day  it  was  called  the 
Holy  Priesthood,  after  the  order  of 
the  Son  of  God.  But  out  of  respect 
or  reverence  to  the  name  of  the 
Supreme  Being,  to  avoid  the  too 
frequent  repetition  of  his  name, 
they,  the  church,  in  ancient  days, 
called  that  priesthood  after  Melchi- 
zedek, or  the  Melchizedek  Priest- 
hood." (D  &  C  107:3-4) 

From  the  original  title  we  see  very 
clearly  that  this  is  in  fact  the  autho- 
rity which  Jesus  Christ  conferred 
upon  men  to  act  in  His  name.  This 
authority  was  that  conferred  by 
the  Saviour  upon  the  Apostles 
whom  he  had  chosen,  by  which  they 
might,  "Heal  the  sick,  cleanse  the 
lepers,  raise  the  dead,  cast  out 
devils  .  .  ."  (Matt.  10:8)  It  is  the 
authority    which     Christ     possessed

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PRINCIPLE  WITH  A  PROMISE

TN  1833  a  revelation  was  given  by 
-■-  the  Lord  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  known  as  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom, given  as  a  principle  with  a 
promise.  This  principle  has  not 
been  neglected  by  the  leaders  of 
the  Church  nor  abandoned  by  them. 
It  has  been  reaffirmed  vigorously  as 
one  theme  of  this  conference,  for 
we  have  learned  that  however  much 
a  generation  of  people  learn  a  truth, 
it  must  be  rediscovered  by  each 
succeeding  generation. 

It  is  to  the  young  people  of  our 
generation  that  I  speak.  Some  may 
regard  as  trivial  the  asignment  to 
speak  to  the  young  people.  I  con- 
sider it  otherwise  and  sense  the 
meaning  of  an  appeal  made  by  the 
late  President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr., 
in  speaking  to  the  teachers  of  the 
Church.  "May  he,"  President  Clark 
said,  "give  you  entrance  to  the 
hearts  of  those  you  teach  and  then 
make  you  know  as  you  enter  there, 
you  stand  in  holy  places." 

Some  young  people,  not  members 
of  the  Church,  may  not  be  acquain- 
ted with  the  revelation  known  as 
the  Word  of  Wisdom.  It  is  simply 
this,  a  law  of  temperance.  In  it  we 
are  counseled  by  the  Lord  to  refrain 
from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages 
—  any  of  them,  tobacco  in  any 
form,  and  from  hot  drinks — under- 
stood by  the  Church  to  mean  those 
with  habit-forming  potential,  speci- 
fically coffee  and  tea. 

Members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  are 
expected  to  live  this  principle. 

The  Lord  has  directed  that 
observance  of  this  principle  is  a 
condition  of  membership  for  one 
seeking  baptism  into  his  Church. 
For  the  member  of  the  Church, 
compliance  with  this  law  is  a  pre- 
requisite for  the  bestowal  of  the 
priesthood,  for  a  call  to  missionary 
service,  for  temple  endowments  or 
temple  marriage. 

You  who  are  young  members  of 
the  Church  full  well  know  that  pre- 
liminary to  such  a  call  you  will  be 


interviewed,  and  the  question  will 
be  put  to  you  directly,  "Do  you 
keep  the  Word  of  Wisdom?"  If  you 
must  confess  that  you  do  not,  and 
if  there  is  reasonable  doubt  that  you 
can  honour  a  commitment  to  live 
the  principle,  your  opportunity  may 
be  withheld  from  you. 

You  may  have  difficulty,  my 
young  friends,  understanding  why 
the  Lord  should  require  his  servants 
to  hold  so  steadfastly  to  this  rule, 
particularly  when  the  use  of  alco- 
hol, tobacco,  and  hot  drinks  is 
practised  so  commonly  in  the 
world,  and  when  we  seem  to  run 
the  risk  of  driving  many  fine  young 
people  from  activity  in  the  Church. 
Some  say  we  are  too  persistent  in 
stressing  this  principle — that  indeed 
it  has  been  overstressed. 

A  principle  with  a  promise  such 
as  this  could  hardly  be  overstressed. 
It  may  well  have  been  stressed  in  a 
negative  way,  emphasizing  only  the 
"Don't." 

A  father,  censuring  his  little  son 
for  some  mischief,  demanded  an 
explanation  from  the  boy.  "Why," 
he  said  with  exasperation,  "did  you 
Jo  such  a  thing?"  The  little  lad  was 
thoughtful  for  a  moment,  then  "If 
I'd  had  a  'why,'  Daddy,  I  wouldn't 
have  done  it." 

It  isn't  always  easy  to  give  you  a 
"why"  for  everything.  But  we  owe 
it  to  you  of  the  coming  generation 
to  do  more  than  just  say,  "Don't!" 
There  are  several  "whys"  for  the 
Word  of  Wisdom. 

The  first  "why"  concerns  the  effect 
upon  your  body.  The  case  against 
tobacco  as  the  killer  in  lung  cancer. 
and  the  indictment  for  accident, 
death,  and  moral  mischief  returned 
against  alcohol  are  so  well  substan- 
tiated that  hardly  anyone  would 
wish  to  act  as  attorney  for  the 
defence  when  these  two  malefactors 
are  brought  to  trial. 

The  Word  of  Wisdom  offers 
protection  to  your  body.  Part  of  the 
promise  reads:  "And  all  saints  who 
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remember  to  keep  and  do  these 
sayings,  walking  in  obedience  to  the 
commandments,  shall  receive  health 
in  their  navel  and  marrow  in  their 
bones; 

"And  shall  run  and  not  be  weary, 
and  shall  walk  and  not  faint." 
(D  &  C  89:18,  20.) 

But  the  greatest  loss  in  failing  to 
observe  the  Word  of  Wisdom  is  not 
what  may  happen  to  your  lungs  or 
to  your  brain  or  to  your  co- 
ordination. There  is  another  "why" 
much  more  important  even  than 
this. 

No  doubt  you  have  noticed  that 
some,  who  have  achieved  so-called 
success,  have  not  kept  the  Word  of 
Wisdom;  for  instance,  you  may 
know  a  businessman  who  provides 
generously  for  his  family,  and  you 
know  that  he  does  not.  Or  you  may 
know  of  a  political  figure  who 
seems  to  command  the  vote  of  the 
people  in  spite  of  known  intemper- 
ance. You  could  hardly  escape  the 
example  of  the  movie  queen — fair 
in  face  and  figure — who  makes  no 
effort  to  hide  her  dissipation.  Or 
the  athlete  who  has  run  up  impres- 
sive records,  yet  openly  endorses 
one  brand  or  another  of  these 
injurious  agents. 

He  seems  to  run  without  fainting, 
you  reason,  and  bewildered  you  may 
wonder  "Why?"  How  can  this 
principle  be  so  intensely  important 
when  so  many  people  —  some  of 
them  who  have  been  taught  other- 
wise —  abuse  the  principle  and  yet 
seem  immune  from  any  penalties? 
You,  my  young  friends,  have  a 
greater  calling  than  that  in  the  busi- 
ness world,  or  as  a  political  figure, 
or  as  an  athlete.  Your  opportunity 
is  not  so  much  in  what  you  will 
contribute  materially  but  in  the  in- 
fluence that  you  may  have  spiritu- 
ally. 

To  those  who  keep  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  the  promise  is  given  of 
"...  wisdom  and  great  treasures  of 
knowledge,  even  hidden  treasures; 
.  .  ."  (Ibid.,  89:19.)  Our  spiritual 
senses  are  more  delicately  balanced 
than  any  of  our  physical  senses. 
Like  a  fine  radio  receiver  with  a 
sensitive  tuning  mechanism,  they 
can  easily  be  thrown  off  channel  or 
even  jammed  by  corrosive  influences 


introduced  into  our  minds  and 
bodies. 

You,  my  young  friends,  can  be 
sensitive  to  inspiration  and  spiritual 
guidance.  To  do  this  you  need  the 
wisdom  and  treasures  of  knowledge 
—  they  constitute  a  spiritual  con- 
firmation, your  testimony  of  the 
truth.  To  have  this  witness  fulfills 
the  promise  of  the  Lord.  To  be 
denied  it  is  the  penalty.  There  is  yet 
another  "why" — perhaps  the  most 
important  of  all.  In  the  fourth  verse 
of  the  revelation  we  read :  "Behold, 
verily,  thus  saith  the  Lord  unto 
you:  In  consequence  of  evils  and 
designs  which  do  and  will  exist  in 
the  hearts  of  conspiring  men  in  the 
last  days,  I  have  warned  you,  and 
forewarned  you,  by  giving  unto  you 
this  word  of  wisdom  by  revelation." 
(Ibid.,  89:4.)  This  is  a  solemn  — 
even  frightening  warning.  But  in 
the  promise  we  are  offered  protec- 
tion. To  understand,  we  turn  in  the 
Old  Testament  to  the  account  of 
the  ten  plagues  of  Egypt. 

Moses  and  Aaron  were  negotiat- 
ing for  the  release  of  the  Israelites 
from  bondage.  Nine  plagues  were 
called  forth  upon  Egypt,  but  none 
of  them  softened  the  Pharaoh's 
heart.  The  Lord  said  then  unto 
Moses;  "...  Yet  will  I  bring  one 
plague  more  upon  Pharaoh,  and 
upon  Egypt;  afterwards  he  will  let 
you  go  hence :   .  .  . 

"For  I  will  pass  through  the  land 
of  Egypt  this  night,  and  will  smite 
all  the  firstborn  in  the  land  of 
Egypt,  .  .  .  and  against  all  the  gods 
of  Egypt  I  will  execute  judgment : 
I  am  the  Lord."  (Ex.   11:1;   12:12.) 

Under  a  strange  requirement, 
Israel  was  to  escape  the  judgment. 
They  were  instructed  to  take  a  lamb, 
a  male  of  the  first  year,  without 
blemish.  It  was  to  be  slain  and 
prepared  as  a  feast.  They  were 
instructed  to  take  of  the  blood  of 
the  lamb  and  strike  it  upon  the 
doorposts  of  the  houses,  "And  the 
blood  shall  be  to  you  for  a  token 
upon  the  houses  where  ye  are :  and 
when  I  see  the  blood,  I  will  pass 
over  you,  and  the  plague  shall  not 
be  upon  you  to  destroy  you,  .  .  ." 
(Ibid.,  12:13.)  And  it  is  recorded 
that  the  plague  of  death  was  visited

m^METIMES  I  find  myself  under 
^  obligations  of  work  requiring 
quiet  and  seclusion  such  as  neither 
my  comfortable  office  nor  the  cozy 
study  at  home  insures.  My  favourite 
is  an  upper  room  in  the  tower  of  a 
large  building,  well  removed  from 
the  noise  and  confusion  of  the 
streets.  The  room  is  somewhat  diffi- 
cult of  access,  and  relatively  secure 
against  human  intrusion.  Therein  I 
have  spent  many  peaceful  and  busy 
hours  with  books  and  pen. 

I  am  not  always  without  visitors, 
however,  especially  in  summertime; 
for,  when  I  sit  with  windows  open, 
flying  insects  occasionally  find  en- 
trance and  share  the  place  with  me. 
These  self-invited  guests  are  not 
unwelcome.  Many  a  time  I  have 
laid  down  the  pen  and,  forgetful  of 
my  theme,  have  watched  with 
interest  the  activities  of  these 
winged  visitants,  with  an  after- 
thought that  the  time  so  spent  had 
not  been  wasted,  for,  is  it  not  true, 
that  even  a  butterfly,  a  beetle,  or  a 
bee,  may  be  a  bearer  of  lessons  to 
the  receptive  student? 

A  wild  bee  from  the  neighbouring 
hills  once  flew  into  the  room;  and 
at  intervals  during  an  hour  or  more, 
I  caught  the  pleasing  hum  of  its 
flight.  The  little  creature  realized 
that  it  was  a  prisoner,  yet  all  its 
efforts  to  find  the  exit  through  the 
partly  opened  casement  failed. 
When  ready  to  close  up  the  room 
and  leave,  I  threw  the  window 
wide,  and  tried  at  first  to  guide  and 
then  to  drive  the  bee  to  liberty  and 
safety,  knowing  well  that  if  left  in 
the  room  it  would  die  as  other 
insects  there  entrapped  had  perished 
in  the  dry  atmosphere  of  the  en- 
closure. The  more  I  tried  to  drive 
it  out,  the  more  determinedly  did 
it  oppose  and  resist  my  efforts.  Its 
erstwhile  peaceful  hum  developed 
into  an  angry  roar,  its  darting 
flight  became  hostile  and  threaten- 
ing. 

Then  it  caught  me  off  my  guard 
and  stung  my  hand — the  hand  that 
would   have   guided   it  to  freedom. 


At  last  it  alighted  on  a  pendant 
attached  to  the  ceiling,  beyond  my 
reach  of  help  or  injury.  The  sharp 
pain  of  its  unkind  sting  aroused  in 
me  rather  pity  than  anger.  I  know 
the  inevitable  penalty  of  its  mis- 
taken opposition  and  defiance;  and 
I  had  to  leave  the  creature  to  its 
fate.  Three  days  later  I  returned  to 
the  room  and  found  the  dried,  life- 
less body  of  the  bee  on  the  writing 
table.  It  had  paid  for  its  stubborn- 
ness with  its  life. 

To  the  bee's  short-sightedness  and 
selfish  misunderstanding  I  was  a  foe, 
a  persistent  persecutor,  a  mortal 
enemy  bent  on  its  destruction;  while 
in  truth  I  was  its  friend,  offering 
it  ransom  of  the  life  it  had  put  in 
forfeit  through  it  own  error,  striv- 
ing to  redeem  it,  in  spite  of  itself, 
from  the  prison-house  of  death  and 
restore  it  to  the  outer  air  of  liberty. 

Are  we  so  much  wiser  than  the 
bee  that  no  analogy  lies  between  its 
unwise  course  and  our  lives?  We 
are  prone  to  contend,  sometimes 
with  vehemence  and  anger,  against 
the  adversity  which  after  all  may  be 
the  manifestation  of  superior  wis- 
dom and  loving  care,  directed 
against  our  temporary  comfort  for 
our  permanent  blessing.  In  the 
tribulations  and  sufferings  of 
mortality  there  is  a  divine  ministry 
which  only  the  godless  soul  can 
wholly  fail  to  discern.  To  many  the 
loss  of  wealth  has  been  a  boon,  a 
providential  means  of  leading  or 
driving  them  from  the  confines  of 
selfish  indulgence  to  the  sunshine 
and  open,  where  boundless  oppor- 
tunity waits  on  effort.  Disappoint- 
ment, sorrow,  and  affliction  may  be 
the  expression  of  an  all-wise 
Father's  kindness. 

Consider  the  lesson  of  the  unwise 
bee! 

"Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thine 
heart;  and  lean  not  unto  thine  own 
understanding.

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■  Ill    RESPONSIBILITY   PLACED  ON  A 

LATTER-DAY     SAINT

BROTHERS  and  sisters,  it  is  a 
humbling  frightening  experience 
to  be  in  this  position,  one  of  great 
responsibility.  We  have  so  many 
interesting  things  happen  to  us  these 
days  that  we  little  realize  some  of 
the  great  circumstances  we  find 
ourselves  in. 

As  I  was  reflecting  just  a  moment 
ago,  I  think  two  of  the  greatest 
missionaries  that  the  world  has  ever 
known  are  right  here  today  — our 
Prophet  David  O.  McKay  and  our 
Tabernacle  Choir.  It  is  good  to  be 
in  the  presence  of  good  people.  I 
am  going  to  take  just  a  moment 
and  reflect  on  one  or  two  of  the 
simple   teachings    of   Jesus   Christ. 

In  preaching  to  the  missionaries, 
many  times  I  have  said  that  these 
commandments  are  the  test  of  a 
missionary.  I  believe  also  they  are 
the  test  of  a  Saint.  The  Saviour  had 
the  ability  to  put  many  volumes 
and  many  sermons  into  few  words, 
and  we  find  ourselves  taking  invent- 
ory when  we  read  into  the  depth  of 
his  great  counsel.  These  command- 
ments have  been  mentioned  many 
times.  You  are  well-acquainted  with 
them. 

Jesus  said,  "But  I  say  unto  you, 
Love  your  enemies."  That's  not  just 
so  many  words,  you  know,  that's  a 
responsibility  placed  on  a  Saint. 
Quite  often  if  we  have  an  enemy  we 
say  "Well,  if  he  doesn't  like  me  I 
don't  like  him.  I  can  get  along  with- 
out him."  There  is  no  Christianity 
in  this  attitude.  When  Christianity  is 
shown,  it's  when  the  individual  says, 
"Well,  I  love  you  no  matter  how 
you  act  or  feel  towards  me."  When 
one  does  this,  the  tide  of  evil,  the 
tide  of  degeneration,  is  stopped; 
love  takes  the  place  of  enmity. 
Wouldn't  it  be  great  if  we  were  all 
Christians  with  love  for  all  in  our 
hearts;  there  would  be  no  enmity. 

"Bless  them  that  curse  you."  Have 
you   ever  had   someone   curse   you, 


and  it  made  you  angry,  so  you 
cursed  them  back?  You  showed 
them  how  to  curse.  Satan  enjoys 
that;  there's  no  Christianity  in 
cursing  back.  There's  a  responsi- 
bility if  someone  curses  you,  and 
in  this  Church  it  is  not  so  unusual 
to  be  cursed  or  spoken  against. 
"Bless  them  that  curse  you,"  a 
responsibility  as  a  Christian  —  a 
follower  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  must 
bless  them  that  curse  us.  Wouldn't 
it  be  great  if  you  would  visit  and 
bless  them.  "God  bless  you,  I  want 
you  to  know  you  have  my  bles- 
sings." Can  you  see  the  tide  of 
Christianity  turning  back  the  evil 
trend  of  cursing  among  God's 
children. 

It's  not  too  easy  to  be  a  Christian. 
I'm  only  on  one  verse  here  of  the 
Saviour's  many  verses.  There  are 
four  commandments  in  one  verse. 
(See  Matt.  5:44.) 

"Do  good  to  them  that  hate  you." 
Do  we  always  practise  this 
commandment?  Well,  it  is  not 
easy.  "And  pray  for  them  that 
despitefully  use  you,  and  persecute 
you."  Did  the  Saviour  practise  this? 
You  know,  to  be  a  Christian,  we 
must  follow  the  Saviour.  It  is  easy 
to  hide  behind  Christianity,  but  it 
is  not  easy  to  be  a  Christian.  Let's 
see  whether  the  Saviour  practised 
what  he  taught. 

I'm  not  going  to  take  time 
because  the  time  is  very  short,  but 
remember  when  the  Saviour  was 
hanging  on  the  cross,  his  accusers, 
his  murderers  at  his  feet;  he  could 
have  said  something  rather  severe 
and  scolding,  but  no,  he  practised 
what  he  preached.  "Father  in 
heaven,  forgive  them."  (See  Luke 
23 :  34.)  He  prayed  for  those  who 
persecuted  him  and  bitterly  abused 
him. 

I'm  going  to  turn  over  a  page  to 
hurry,  in  this  same  great  sermon. 
"Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate :  for 
wide  is  the  gate,  and    broad  is  the 
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way,  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and 
many  there  be  which  go  in  thereat:" 
(Matt.  7:13.)  It's  real  wide,  the 
gate's  wide,  and  there  is  a  great 
multitude  headed  for  it,  and  many 
there  be  which  go  in  thereat.  These 
are  the  words  of  the  Saviour. 
"...  strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow 
is  the  way,  which  leadeth  unto  life, 
and  few  there  be  that  find  it."  (Ibid., 
7:14.)  Not  many  will  find  the  gate 
to  heaven. 

"Beware  of  false  prophets,  which 
come  to  you  in  sheep's  clothing,  but 
inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves." 
(Ibid.,  7:15.)  A  false  prophet  will 
teach  false  doctrine.  Any  false 
teacher  is  in  that  category. 

Now  the  Saviour  gives  us  many 
wonderful  keys  here.  "Ye  know 
them  by  their  fruits.  Do  men  gather 
grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles?" 
(Ibid.,  7:16.)  What  if  you  saw  figs 
growing  on  a  thistle?  You'd  know 
they  were  out  of  place,  wouldn't 
you?  Grapes  growing  on  thorns,  it's 
just  as  obvious  and  just  as  easy  to 
tell  a  true  prophet  as  it  is  to  tell 
that  figs  are  out  of  place  on  a 
thistle  bush. 

Well,  a  God  without  body,  parts, 
or  passions,  uncreate  —  and  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith  introducing 
back  again  a  God  with  body,  parts, 
and  passions.  Man  saying  the  God- 
head is  three  in  one  and  one  in 
three — most  difficult  to  explain  and 
understand.  Joseph  Smith  restoring 
the  knowledge  of  three  separate 
Personages.  You  know  the  agnostic 
could  say  they  are  both  wrong,  but 
it  is  obvious  they  are  not  both  right. 
It's  obvious  as  a  fig  on  a  thistle 
that  one   is  opposite  the  other. 

Jesus  had  Twelve  Apostles — many 

churches  do  not  have  apostles.  Our 


message  is  not  a  difficult  one  to 
deliver  to  the  world  as  soon  as  we 
can  prepare  the  world  for  it.  Then 
the  Lord  clarifies  this,  "Even  so 
every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good 
fruit;  but  a  corrupt  tree  bringeth 
forth   evil   fruit." 

"A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth 
evil  fruit,  neither  can  a  corrupt  tree 
bring  forth  good  fruit."  (Ibid., 
7:17-18.)  President  McKay  does 
not  build  the  kingdom  of  Satan,  he 
builds  the  kingdom  of  God.  He 
teaches  the  same  gospel  and  doc- 
trines that  Jesus  Christ  and  the 
apostles  taught. 

Our  prophet  has  asked  us  all  to 
be  missionaries  —  every  member  a 
missionary.  That's  the  way  to  build 
this  Church.  Wouldn't  it  be  great  if 
all  two  million  each  brought  one 
soul  into  the  Church.  How  many 
of  you  brought  one  new  member 
into  the  Church  last  year?  The 
prophet  asked  us  to  do  it  under  the 
inspiration  of  the  Lord  because  the 
Lord  knows  how  to  build  his 
Church. 

What  if  it  meant  your  life  if  you 
did  not  bring  a  soul  in  this  coming 
year?  You'd  have  him  or  her, 
wouldn't  you?  You'd  bring  your 
soul  in.  This  is  just  a  little  way  for 
the  Lord  to  test  and  tell  whether  we 
love  our  neighbour  as  ourselves. 
We'd  do  pretty  nearly  anything  to 
save  and  preserve  our  own  lives. 

I  bear  witness  that  God  lives, 
that  David  O.  McKay  is  his  prophet 
and  mouthpiece.  It  is  good  to  be  in 
your  presence.  May  the  Lord  bless 
each  one,  I  pray  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Amen.

GENEALOGY  HINTS  (Continued  from  page  238) 

There  may  be  occasions  when  conditions  surrounding  the  adoption 
of  a  child  will  suggest  special  consideration.  For  example,  if  a  child  is 
adopted  because  of  the  death  of  its  parents,  rather  than  because  it  had 
been  abandoned  or  voluntarily  offered  for  adoption  by  its  parents,  the 
child  or  its  adopted  parents  may  feel  some  responsibility  to  the  ancestry 
of  the  actual  blood  parents.  In  such  cases  the  problem  should  be  outlined 
in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Genealogical  Society.  Rulings  will  be  con- 
sidered on  the  individual  merits  of  each  problem. 

A  child  who  is  "bom  in  the  covenant,"  however,  and  later  adopted  by 
foster  parents  should  follow  first  the  lines  of  his  actual  blood  parents.  He 
may.  if  he  so  desires,  also  trace  the  ancestry  of  his  adopted  parents.

over  all  things  both  physical  and 
spiritual,  and  inhabitants  of  both  of 
these  kingdoms  recognized  that 
power  and  subjected  themselves  to 
it.  This  is  the  higher  Priesthood, 
called  after  Melchizedek.  "And  the 
Lord  confirmed  a  Priesthood  also 
upon  Aaron  and  his  seed,  through- 
out all  their  generations,  which 
Priesthood  also  continueth  and 
abideth  forever  with  the  Priesthood 
which  is  after  the  holiest  order  of 
God."

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SUBMIT  COMPLETE  AND  CORRECT  RECORDS 

THERE  is  the  mistaken  idea  among  Church  members  that,  even  though 
family  group  records  are  known  to  be  incomplete,  they  should  still 
be  submitted  for  processing  and  temple  work  so  that  the  ordinance  work 
can  be  performed  and  any  necessary  adjustments  and  additions  can  be 
taken  care  of  at  a  later  date.  It  is  this  kind  of  thinking  that  has  necessi- 
tated the  spending  each  year  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  make 
corrections  and  adjustments  to  poorly  compiled  records. 

It   is   the   express   wish   of  the   Genealogical   Association   that   family 
group  records  be  correct  and  complete  BEFORE  they  are  submitted  for 
processing  and  temple  work. 
RESPONSIBILITY   FOR   COMPLETE  AND  CORRECT   RECORDS 

It  should  be  remembered  that  it  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the 
Records  Division  to  check  the  genealogical  correctness  and  completeness 
of  submitted  family  group  records  by  reference  to  the  various  available 
genealogical  sources.  The  Records  Division  will  evaluate  the  submitted 
records  for  consistency  with  research  and  record  keeping  standards,  and 
items  of  incompleteness  and  incorrectness  may  become  apparent  as  a  result 
of  this  clerical  check. 

IT  IS  THE  RESPONSIBILITY  OF  THE  PATRON  TO  UPHOLD 
THE  STANDARDS  OF  COMPLETENESS  AND  CORRECTNESS  IN 
ORDER  TO  ENSURE  THE  VALIDITY  OF  THE  TEMPLE  ORDI- 
NANCES PERFORMED  FOR  THE  DEAD.  (Extract  from  Genealogical 
Manual.  Section  12). 
Pertinent  Questions  Answered 
QUESTION: 

My  great-grandfather  married  twice.  His  second  wife  was  my  great- 
grandmother.  Do  I  have  any  genealogical  responsibility  to  his  first  wife? 
ANSWER: 

You  should  compile  two  family  group  records  on  each  of  which 
your  great-grandfather  appears  as  the  husband.  On  the  first  family  group 
record  he  would  appear  with  his  first  wife,  and  on  the  second  family 
group  record  with  his  second  wife,  your  great-grandmother.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  recording  relationship,  the  first  wife  of  your  great-grandfather 
is  considered  your  step-great-grandmother,  and  you  should  carry  out  re- 
search so  as  to  identify  her  fully  as  far  as  available  records  will  allow 
You  should  not.  however,  carry  out  any  research  on  the  lines  of  your 
step-great-grandmother. 
QUESTION: 

I  am  an  adopted  child.   My  actual  parents  are  still  alive  and.  while 
I  am  not  personally  acquainted  with  them,  I  know  who  they  are.  What  is 
my  responsibility  in  genealogical  research?  Should  I  follow  the  lines  of  my 
adopted   parents   or  follow  the  lines  of  my  real   blood   parents? 
ANSWER: 

If  a  child  is  legally  adopted  that  transfers  him  to  the  family  of  his 
adopted  parents,  and  he  is  considered  henceforth,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, their  child.  In  various  countries  the  adoption  may  be  by  custom 
valid  in  those  countries.  This  adoption  by  custom  is  recognised  as  valid 
since  it  is  accepted  as  such  under  the  laws  of  that  country.  In  the  case 
of  a  legally  adopted  child  engaged  in  research,  he  should  trace  the  lines 
of  his  adopted  legal  parents,  regardless  of  whether  he  has  been  sealed  to 
them  as  their  child. 

In  a  ruling  on  this  subject,  17  March  1961,  President  David  O.  McKay 
indicated  that   in  genealogical   research,  legally  adopted  children  had   no 
responsibility  to  the  'natural'  blood  line  and  emphasized  that  such  children 
should  limit  their  activities  to  the  lines  of  their  adopted  parents.

for  strictly  monitary  or  selfish 
reasons.  But  whatever  the  reason, 
they  knew  that  this  Priesthood  was 
of  great  value  to  them.  Simon,  the 
Sorcerer  wanted  the  authority  that 
he  might  get  gain  from  conferring 
the  Holy  Ghost.  Others  tried  to 
exercise  the  powers  of  the  Priest- 
hood without  obtaining  the  authori- 
zation first  and  suffered  serious  con- 
sequences. The  people  round  about 
Jerusalem  were  often  left  in  awe 
and  amazement  at  the  miracles 
wrought  by  Christ  and  His  Apostles. 
We  today  in  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Chirst  of  Latter-Day  Saints  also 
have  cause  to  wonder  at  the  marvel- 
ous and  touching  works  that  are 
wrought  by  the  Holy  Priesthood.  It 
has  been  of  immeasureable  worth 
to  us.  We  know  for  a  fact  that  it  is 
indeed  the  power  to  act  on  behalf 
of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  wonderous 
force  for  good  that  it  has  in  our 
lives.  The  blessings  which  the  Priest- 
hood can  bring  into  a  home  are  far 
too  numerable  to  list.  Our  Heavenly 
Father  knew  that  this  great  gift 
would  be  of  so  great  a  worth  to  us 
that  He  suffered  four  of  those  who 
held  the  keys  to  this  authority 
anciently  to  return  to  the  earth  and 
restore  it  to  us.  First  John  the 
Baptist  conferred  upon  Joseph 
Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery  the  lesser 
or  Aaronic  Priesthood,  then  Peter, 
James     and     John,     three    of     our 


Saviour's  original  Apostles,  brought 
back  their  authority.  And  this 
Authority  is  upon  the  earth  today. 
Let  us  then  recognize  this  Priest- 
hood for  what  it  is.  It  is  not  just 
something  which  comes  along  with 
membership  in  Christ's  Church  after 
baptism,  confirmation  and  attend- 
ance at  meetings.  It  isn't  a  promo- 
tion, neither  is  it  an  award  or 
reward  for  service.  It  is  the  autho- 
rity delegated  to  man  to  act  for 
God.  Let  us  show  it  the  reverence 
it  deserves.  Let  us  remember  the 
great  responsibility  placed  upon 
those  who  are  bearers  of  this  Priest- 
hood to  set  an  example  for  the  flock 
of  God.  Also,  let  us  remember  that 
the  Priesthood  and  its  blessings  are 
necessary  requisites  to  our  greatest 
goal,  eternal  exaltation  in  the  King- 
dom of  Heaven.  As  the  Saviour 
said :  "For  whoso  is  faithful  unto 
the  obtaining  these  two  Priesthoods 
of  which  I  have  spoken,  and  the 
magnifying  their  calling,  are  sancti- 
fied by  the  Spirit  unto  the  renewing 
of  their  bodies  .  .  .

upon  Egypt  from  "...  the  firstborn 
of  Pharaoh  that  sat  on  his  throne 
unto  the  firstborn  of  the  captive 
that  was  in  the  dungeon;  .  .  ." 
(Ibid..  12:29.)  But  Israel,  because  of 
the  blood  of  the  lamb,  was  spared, 
for  the  plague  of  death  passed  over 
them  and   did  not  slay  them. 

Remarkable,  is  it  not,  that  in 
addition  to  the  other  promises 
offered  to  those  who  observe  the 
Word  of  Wisdom,  we  find  in  the 
last  verses  of  the  revelation  this 
additional  promise :  "And  I,  the 
Lord,  give  unto  them  a  promise, 
that  the  destroying  angel  shall  pass 
by  them,  as  the  children  of  Israel, 
and  not  slay  them  .  .  ."  (D  &  C 
89:21.) 

Can  you  understand  now,  my 
young  friends,  why  we  stress  so 
strongly  this  principle?  It  is  not, 
certainly  not,  to  drive  any  of  you 
from  activity  in  the  Church,  but 
that  your  blessings  may  be  full. 
Some  have  said  of  you  who  are 
young  that  you  are  attracted  to  the 
low  standard,  to  the  easy  course,  to 
the  careless  way.  I  say  they  who 
would  sell  youth  so  cheaply  do  not 
know  you. 

Some  of  you  who  are  young,  and 
many  perhaps  who  are  older,  have 
unwittingly  been  tampering  with,  or 
have  become  addicted  to,  the  use  of 
alcohol,     tobacco,     or    hot     drinks. 


Probably  you  feel  estranged,  even 
rejected,  by  the  Lord  and  by  his 
Church. 

If  you  only  knew  how  he  yearns 
to  open  the  flood  gates  of  blessings. 
How  he  cries  for  you  as  did  David 
for  Absalom,  "...  my  son,  mv 
son!"  (2  Sam.    18:33'.) 

We  make  no  apologies  for  hold- 
ing to  a  standard  that  the  Lord  has 
set.  In  this  ominous  day  when 
spiritual  strength  is  so  desperately 
needed,  we  invite  all  youth  to  come 
where  a  standard  is  kept,  where  the 
challenge  is  great,  where  much  is 
required,  where  the  gospel  is  lived. 

I  bear  witness  that  God  lives, 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  that  he  is 
the  Lamb  of  God,  crucified  that 
men  might  live.  Though  we  suffer 
mortal  death,  through  the  blood  of 
the  Lamb  we  have  amnesty  from 
spiritual  death  if  we  keep  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord,  for  it 
shall  pass  over  us  and  not  slay  us. 
This  witness  may  come  to  you  even 
in  your  youth.  On  the  basis  of  this 
personal  testimony  I  commend  to 
you  the  Word  of  Wisdom,  which  is 
not  only  a  code  of  health,  but  quite 
as  much  a  key  to  spiritual  wisdom 
—  a  principle  with  a  promise  —  in 
the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  Amen.
